SERMON ON VALUE OF LABOR. 


THE WEATHER 
FORECAST. 


Fair tonight and Tuesday. 


Largest 
Attendance Any 
Local 
Society Ever l-fad at Such 
Service. 


Ivy Leaf camp, Modern Woodmen of 
America, attended the First Congrega­ 
tional church Sunday morning over 
200 strong. This is the largest num­ 
ber of members of any society that 
ever attended a service of this kind in 
the city. The degree team in their 
bright new uniforms attracted much 
attention on the streets and many won­ 
dered if there were two fraternal so­ 
cieties in 
line. The 
sermon 
was 
preached by Rev. W. J. Cady and was 
very appropriate to the occasion. The 
choir furnished special music and the 
Woodmen greatly enjoyed the specia 
service arranged for their benefit. 


Is not this the carpenter’s son?— 
Mark 6:3. Brothers of the Modern 
Woodmen fraternity, I have chosen 
this text because it relates to questions 
of vital moment at this time and I hope 
‘ t may teach us truths that will help us 
n the faithful performance of our daily 
duties. 


I see before me representatives of 
many of the professions and trades, la­ 
borers with eitcer hand or brain or 
both, and I trust that a discussion of 
some phases of the labor question will 
interest and profit all of us. 


It is of great interest to note that in 
this text is the only direct statement 
in the bible that Jesus, the Christ, was 
an artificer—a carpenter—and 
that 
fact gives us an insight into the meth­ 
od *by • which God the Father reveals 
himself to mankind and his estimate 
of the real worth of human effort from 
the least to the greatest. God desires 
to reclaim sinful humanity 
He does 
not send his son in the form and glory 
of angels, kings or princes, but in the 
form of a helpless babe, that the baby 
fingers might touch the tender chords 
of parenthood and of brotherhood and 
then when the boy steps out before 
men, his preparation begins in the dis­ 
cipline of the home and workshop and 
gires us a vision of the true estimate of 
labor. The boy of Nazareth in his vis­ 
ion of his future career sees that to 
win the hearts and minds of men and to 
conquer the kingdoms of the earth it 
is necessary to discipline the hand to 
obey the mandates of his Father’s will. 
His way to a glorious crown lay along 
the line of discipline. Jesus in the 
carpenter shop is disciplining the body 
that was intended by an all-wise Crea­ 
tor to be the agent of man’s imperious 
will. So often has the value of such 
discipline been demonstrated in his­ 
tory that it scarcely needs argument. 
A mere handful of Grecians stands in 
the pass at Thermopol;i?and hurls back 
the hordes of Asia and thus saves Gre­ 
cian art and Grecian thought to the 
world. 


So long has the world been in com­ 
ing to the true value of labor, but long 
ago Jesus in the carpenter shop taught 
it. Paul, his greatest apostle, taught 
it likewise and lived it 
He wrought 
with bis own hand that he might .be 
independent and preach his glorious 
gospel unhindered. He said, “If any 
will not work, 
neither 
let 
him 
eat,”—a good gospel to preach nowa­ 
days to the hoboes who infest our 
kitchen doors. 


Labor that was pronounced as a curse 
upon sinful man has proven to be a 
glorious coronet. Is not this the car­ 
penter? How much of surprise and 
disdain the question of the cavilling 
Pharisees implies. And they were of­ 
fended at Him because He was a car­ 
penter. Slowly but surely we 
are 
rising to His estimate of the dignity 
and divinity of labor. Let the higfi 
minded and the proud and the rich and 
those that wear soft raiment and live 
luxuriantly pause for a moment and 
look at the mighty God, the Lord of 
lords there in the »hop at Nazareth 
atad learn its lessons 
Here we are 
taught too of the co-partnership iq the 
field of labor. God is welding together 
t£e hand and heart and mind of labor 
nto one effective instrument with 
which to carry out His divine purposes. 
Jesus training the hand to work with 
the heart and brain. 


Paul says, “ We are co-laborers with 
God.” Let us never lose sight of the 
f«ct that every effort we put forth in 
honest labor is by so much aiding in 
perfecting and executing the divine 
plan. More and more is it demon­ 
strated that God is using the great 
commercial powers and products of the 
world in carrying out His plans of good 
for men. I heard a civil engineer 
who was engaged in constructicg i 
great trans-eontinentai railroad say 
that one of the inspirations that came 
to him in his work was that he had a 
part, though it was small, in carrying 
out a great plan; that over those val­ 
leys and mountains and rivers would 
ily the trains that would carry millions 
of men who would carry great thoughts 
and great purposes in their brains. 


I beard a minister preaching to a 
band of iron-workers, at the Detroit 
Bridge company’s works, one day last 
summer, and he told them, “You men 
working here amid the beat and smoke 
and dust are just as oecessary in the 
plan as the engineer who sits in bis 
office and plans with bis brain.” AU 
oo-workers with God in developing the 


commercial activities of the world, 
that He in His providence, will make 
to be messengers of His will. Your part 
may be small, but yonder along the 
coast of Florida lie great coral reefs 
upon which are uumerous islands. 
Cities are built there in which live 
men and women. How came thev 
there? 
J 


Because the tiny insects, each work­ 
u p a«C0|,<iin* to its own little plan of 
life, does its part unconscious of the 
fact that all work together for the 
good God desire to be done by them. 
We are working together but we may 
have the blessed Drivilege of knowing 
that it is with man and God. Jesus in 
the carpenter’s shop links together 
human effort with God’s plan. 
We 
note, too. the great sympathy that 
should exist between all forces of la­ 
bor. We are all necessary to each 
other, and there ought to be the 
greatest harmony among all classes of 
laborers.

the8e &reat centers of 
life, of bloodshed. Why? Because a 
lack of such sympathy between capital­ 
ists and laborers. If each realized how 
necessary each was to the other and 
there was this boud of sampathy be­ 
tween them, there would soon be peace 
instead of war. 


The speaker then referredjin eulogis­ 
tic terms to the terms of reconciliation 
offered by the union men to the Trans­

R oosevelt and his friends realize th a t the 
declination of a popular a n d enthusiastic 
nom ination fo r vice president, m ade jivith 
the Idea th a t It will co n trib u te to th e suc­ 
cess of the p a rty In the cam paign, would 
no doubt m ean political oblivion. 
It is 
accepted by the leaders th a t Roosevelt 
w as sincere In his em p h atic declaration 
th a t he would not accept an d w as not a 
candidate, b u t he now realizes th a t the 
popular and political m ovem ent to force 
the nom ination upon him h as reached a 
point beyond his control.

C om m anicAtioBwlth the Chine«« Cap­

London, June 18.—^There is not 
a 
cabinet in Europe- apparently that 
knows what has been transiJiring in 
Peking for five days or in Tien-Tsin 
for three days. Nor is there any that 
knows with what difliciilties the sinai] 
and 
inadequately-equipped 
interna­ 
tional column is contending between 
those cities. 
The German foreign of­ 
fice, upon learning- the report of the 
murder of Baron von Ketteler, 
the 
German minister at Peking, sent a 
telegraphic inquiry to St. Petersburg, 
the Russian government, because oi 
its wires to Manchuria 
being sup­ 
posedly in a better position than the 
other governments to obtain direct 
news. 
In reply, the German foreign 
ofllce was informed that nothing what­ 
ever was known on the subject, as com­ 
munication with Peking w’as 
inter­ 
rupted. The report spread world-wide 
from Shanghai that the legations had 
been attacked and that one minister, 
probably the German, had been mur­ 
dered, has been traced to the Tao Tai 
Sheng, who for a few days, as the em­ 
press dowager’s agent, has been cen­ 
soring telegrams from Shanghai. 


Kot ConHrmed. 


A cablegram from Shanghai assert* 
that the report« of the murder of the 
German minister emanated from Lon­ 
don, ak*e quite unconfirmed, and are 
discredited at Shanghai.

Peking or Tien-Tsin, saying that Gen. 
Tung Fuh Siang's troops aid<ed* the 
Boxers in an organized attack on the 
legations at Peking, which resulted 
in the reduction of some of the lega­ 
tion buildings and the slicing to pieces 
of the German minister. 


The correspondient admits the slic­ 
ing story may be an exaggeration and 
says,While the nationality of the mur­ 
dered minister is unknown, he is be­ 
lieved to be Baron Von Kettler, the 
German minister. 


SItnallon Very C ritical. 


The following summary of the situ­ 
ation was telegraphcHl to the Daily 
News from Shanghai Sunday evening:

beginning to be feared, is itself in sore 
need of help. Gen. MacArthur prob­ 
ably would require a few days to pre­ 
pare a military expedition, owing to 
the inadvisability of reducing his pres­ 
ent small garrison in Manila. Even Ad­ 
miral liemey may be obliged to delay 
sending ships, owing to the absence of 
the smaller craft suitable for such serv­ 
ice as is required on scouting duty 
among the islands of the archipelago.

Philadelphia, June 18.—For the first 
time since the republican leaders be­ 
gan to assemble in Philadelphia there 
was on Sundaj' some earnest work 
upon the platforrn, ana a draft has 
been made which, it is believed, will 
receive the approval of the convention. 
This document was prepared in part 
before coming to Philadelphia by 
Postmaster General Smith, and it is 
understood that it was submitted to 
the president for his inspection and 
approval before Mr. Smith left Wash­ 
ington. 
Mr. Smith was in consulta­ 
tion during the greater part of the 
afternoon with Senator Foralcer, who, 
it is understood, will be chairman of 
the committee on resolutions. 
The 
senator has himself given consider­ 
able attention to the preparation of 
the declaration of principles, and ,he 
added considerably to Mr. Smith’s 
draft. 


A Snm ninry. 


The instrument, as so far prepared, 
is of considerable length, but very 
clear-cut and emphatic in its enuncia­ 
tions. A synopsis follows: 


It begins by calling attention to the 
promises that were made in the St. Louis 
convention of 1896, and after enumerating 
them declares that faith has been kept 
In almost every instance, as is shown by 
the statutes which the last congress added 
to the laws of the country. Especial at­ 
tention Is called to the fact that the pli^t* 
form of 1896 promised that the country 
should be put upon the gold standard, and 
that this pledge has been faithfully main- 
tained. There Is a clear and distinct dec­ 
laration for the maintenance of 
this 
standard, and the resolutions as so far 
prepared make no reference to bimetal­ 
lism. 
The resolutions also contain the 
usual declaration for a protective tariff. 
The president’s policy with reference to 
the Philippines Is Indorsed throughout 
and his conduct of the war with Spain 
is upheld in the strongest terms of com­ 
mendation and praise. 
The presidents 
course on the Boer-Britlsh entanglement 
1b also Indorsed, and attention is called 
to the fact that under his guidance the 
United States has been the only nation 
to offer Intervention between the warring 
nations. The president also comes in for 
praise because of his attitude In The 
Hague peace conference, and the admin­ 
istration is especially commended for Its 
position and its accomplishment in the 
n a tte r of an open door in China. 


The legislation towards which atten­ 
tion Is especially directed as having been 
accomplished In accordance with party 
pledges. In addition to that concerning 
the flnances, Includes the DIngley tariff 
law, the annexation of Hawaii and the 
liberation of Cuba from Spanish domina­ 
tion. The country is also felicitated upon 
the acquisition of Porto Rico. 


The plank on the Philippines Is prac­ 
tically In the language of the president’s 
message, promising the restoration of or­ 
der and the establishment of authority, 
in the Islands and the granting of local 
self-government so soon as the Philippines 
show that they are prepared for it. 


On the question of trusts the platform 
recognizes the right of capital to com­ 
bine for industrial purposes, but con­ 
demns all conspiracies in restraint of 
trade and the limitation of prices. 


There will be a declaration for 
an 
Isthmian canal rather than for a canal 
via the Nicaraguan 
route 
speclflcally, 
pending the report of the commission ap­ 
pointed to Investigate. 


A promise will be made to redeem the 
promise to establish Independence in Cu­ 
ba as speedily as practicable, and a 
demand will be made for the condign pun­ 
ishment of crimes committed by Ameri­ 
can ofllelals In Cuba. 


Legislation for the restoration of the 
merchant marine will be indor.sed. 


There Is a proposition to at least ex­ 
press the hope with reference to China 
that the empire shall not be dismembered. 
A demand will be made for the protection 
of American missionaries and other Amer­ 
icans in China.

the corridors of the Walton. 
There 
had been considerable gossip that the 
delegation would not be seated in the 
convention, but this was ended when 
the delegates were informed by mem­ 
bers of the national committee that 
two of them would be put on the tem­ 
porary roll. These will be Col. Parker 
and Judge Kepoikai, they navmi;- re­ 
ceived the largest number of votes for 
delegates. It is understood that one 
of the delegates will seek an oppor­ 
tunity to make a speech before the 
convention, urging the early admis­ 
sion of Hawaii to statehood.

Philadelphia, June IS.—With the re­ 
publican national convention 48 hours 
ahead, I’hiladelphia re.semble.s a cDn- 
vention city about as much as an ordi­ 
nary town meeting resembles a riot. 
Usually with a national convention so 
near at hand the hotel corridors are 
choked with people, marching clubs 
are parading the streets, the air is filled 
with blare of bands, sensational ru­ 
mors are everywhere and the din and 
confusion are terrific. Sunday was 
positively quiet in Philadelphia. This 
may be accounted for in the main, how­ 
ever, to the rain which fell incessantly 
all day. Add to the influence of the 
weather the fact that the rules of a 
Quaker Sabbath are enforced here, 
and the picture is complete. The flags 
and bunting with which the hotels, 
clubs, stores and houses had been dec­ 
orated hung wet, limp and lifeless, and 
the delegates and visitors wandered 
aimlessly through the slippery, de­ 
serted streets. 


The stream of incoming delegations 
set in with the early hours Sunday, 
The number of club arrivals, however, 
was small, only about half a dozen 
putting in an appearance. The first 
club to reach the city was the Cameron 
County club, of Emporium, Pa. Three 
smaller delegations of club men ar­ 
rived during the day, and at six p. m. 
the famous Tippecanoe club, of Cleve* 
land, 0„ came in on a number of special 
car». 
This organization received an 
enthusiastic reception from the crowd 
at the railway station. The East End 
Republican club qt the Twenty-cixth 
ward took the Clevelanders in hand 
and a short parade was held.

St. Louis, Mo., June 18.—The long- 
drawn out controversy between the 
St. Louis Transit company and its 
striking employes has now simmered 
down into a struggle between capital 
and labor along the lines of a boy­ 
cott. The submitting of the question 
of the reinstatement of the former 
employes of the company to arbitra­ 
tion has been the bone of contention 
in the recent negotiations for a set­ 
tlement of the strike, but, like all 
former contentions, it has resulted*in 
nothing, the railway officials demand­ 
ing an unconditional surrender on the 
part of the men. 


As a result of the company’s ac­ 
tion Presidient Gompers, of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor, has 
de­ 
clared that he will do all in his power 
to bring the influence of the whole 
body of organized labor in America 
to bear upon the local sitimtion in an 
effort to win the strike for the union. 
Mr. Gompers urges the strikers to be 
law-abiding, but advises them to make 
the operation of the cars as expen­ 
sive as possible by refusing to patron­ 
ize them. The boycott to be dt*elared, 
strike leaders say, will apply not only 
to the St.‘‘Louis Transit company, but 
to every person, every business man, 
every association, and, in fact, any 
corporation or individual favoring it 
in any way. 


Mrs. Kva Doman was roughly handled 
by a mob at Marion street and liroad- 
way Sunday. As she alighted from a 
Transit car she was quickly surrounded 
by a crowd of girls who shouted “scab’* 
at her. A large throng soon joined the 
girls. Mrs. Donian lan down several 
streets with the mob in hot pursuit, and 
sought refuge in Joseph A. Pene’s sa­ 
loon in South Broadway, but Bene 
pushed the woman back into tBe street. 
A woman living over the saloon suc­ 
ceeded in getting Mrs. Doman to her 
apartments, but not before both had 
been pelted with mud and stones. Mrs. 
Doman was escorted home by a police 
officer. 
The police arrested 
Bene, 
.charging him with assault and bat­ 
tery. 


Chief of Detectives Desmand sent a 
dozen of his men to the neighborhood 
of Broadway and Marion streets to lay 
in wait for other crowds that might at­ 
tack women.
